Belgian Hospitals Are 
Overflowing With III; 
Doctors Still On Strike 


By TOM OCHILTBBB 
BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP)— 
Belgium’s hospital* were crowd­ 
ed to the bursting point today 
as the doctors strike rounded 
out its first week with no solu­ 
tion in sight. 
Weary nurses 
struggled to 
keep up with the flood of pa­ 
tients. Beds were set up in the 
corridors. Some civilian patients 
were sent to military hospitals. 
Only serious esses were ad­ 
mitted, brought in under emer­ 
gency arrangements set up by 
the 10,000 striking doctors, who 
have been joined by 2,000 den­ 
tists. 
The physicians, who are pro­ 
testing new provisions in Bel 
gium’s national health scene, 
have arranged to treat pressing 
eases. But their opponents claim 
this is not meeting the needs of 
the country’s 9 million people. 
Interior Minister Arthur Gil­ 
son said the emergency setup 
was 
“not 
sufficient 
because 
there to ne treatment for sick 


people at home and because the 
physicians refuse to function 
except in the main hospitals.' 
The doctors have refused a 
request by Gilson to use private 
clinics for emergency cases, 
contending they are not ade­ 
quately equipped. Such clinics 
could provide 800 more beds in 
the Brussels area. 
Authorities 
have 
recalled 
some 
Belgian army medical 
units from West Germany but 
won’t say how many men are 
involved. Premier Theo Lefevre 
said the Cabinet does not plan 
to transfer the entire army 
medical corps to civilian duty. 
Doctors throughout Belgium 
continued their refusal to make 
house calls or see patients to 
their offices. 
Two doctors were arrested 
Monday in Oleo for failing to 
help an 16-month-old boy who 
died of what police described as 
a serious lung ailment.

Speaking MonJsy at the open­ 
ing session of a three-day Insti­ 
tute on the Mentally Impaired 
Aged, Dr. Richard S. Allison, of 
Belfast, Ireland, said the early 
warning signs are frequently 
missed—or misinterpreted— by 
the victims’ friends and rela­ 
tives. 
He said creeping brain dis­ 
ease may be interpreted ae 
grief st the loss of a loved one. 
Lapses of memory may be 
treated, not as hints of danger 
but as family jokes. 
RESEARCHERS THERE

ter. Leading research scientists 
on aging are attending. 
Allison said these are some 
common patterns of disease ta 
the mcnta’ly impaired aged: 
—Affective disorders, or vary­ 
ing degrees of depression.

It can be promoted by 
physical or psychological causes, 
and

which. 
—Chronic amnesia, or loss of 
memory.

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Statement O n Philosophy 
That Guides Gettysburg 
Senior High School Given 


As part of tile extensive prepa­ 
rations that have been made dur­ 
ing the current school year for 
the evaluation of the Getty^wrg 
Senior High School by a team 
of visiting educators, a statement 
cf the 5>ohool staffs philosophy 
has been prepared. 
The evaluation which begins this 
evening and will continue for 
three days will include an exami­ 
nation of this pftiUosophy as part 
of a complete, detailed examina­ 
tion of the school. 
The following is the complete 
statement of the philosophy under 
which the school operates: 
“Every school needs a care­ 
fully formulated, comprehensive 
philosophy of education. A school 
without philosophy and objectives 
would be as aimless as a so­ 
ciety without constitution and by­ 
laws. The philosophy and objec­ 
tives of the school and the char­ 
acteristics and needs of its stu­ 
dents together determine the na­ 
ture of its program. The philoso­ 
phy is a framework of basic prin­ 
ciples of education which ex­ 
presses the staff’s convictions on 
such essential points as the scope 
of the school’s responsibility for 
the education of youth, the na­ 
ture of the educative process, the 
content and methods of instruc­ 


tion, desirable types of student 
activities and the outcomes to be 
attained. 
SCHOOL RESPONSIBILITY 
The following statements re­ 
flect the collective thinking of the 
staff regarding the important area 
of educational philosophy. 
1. What is the responsibility of 
the school to the maintenance of 
the 
fundamental 
concepts 
of 
American democracy? 
Our responsibility is to teach, 
practice 
and 
demonstrate 
in 
thought and action the concepts 
of freedom, the right of choice 
and responsibility. We must pre­ 
serve our cherished democratic 
ideals by developing patriotic 
and well-informed individuals and 
by constant scrutiny of any forces 
that threaten our way of life. 
2. What is the relationship of 
the school to other agencies in 
providing education? 
The school does not function 
independently. The community of 
homes, churches, social groups, 
organisations and the press have 
purposes closely related to those 
of die school. Therefore, we do and 
must have working association 
with all related agencies for train­ 
ing. 
RELATED TO KNOWLEDGE 
S. Does the school have both 


primary and shared responsibili­ 
ties? 
Our primary function is to in­ 
crease drills and knowledge. Our 
shared reepooribikties are citi­ 
zenship, health and vocation. 
4. How is the educational pro­ 
gram related to current knowl­ 
edge of the nature of youth? 
We believe that students are 
complex individuals endowed with 
varying abilities, interests, goals 
and needs. We believe the youth 
of today to be inquiring, to be 
sensitive to the heritage of de­ 
mocracy and its role in world af­ 
fairs; to be conscious of challenge 
and opportunity; and to under­ 
stand that each person is worthy 
and valuable to himself and to 
our democratic way of life. Con­ 
sequently we try to adjust our 
educational program to the cur­ 
rent nature of youth. We provide 
for individual differences, vary­ 
ing nods and a wide area of in­ 
terests. We teach and practice the 
principles of democracy and free­ 
dom. 
TYPES OF OFFERINGS 
5. What types of offerings are 
included in the school program

to meet differing student needs? 
Our course offerings include:

8. What is the role of the teach­ 
er in the process of education? 
The role of the teacher to the 
process of education to to enable 
each young American to grow to 
maturity and find his place to 
this rapidly changing world by 
correlating the values of the past 
and the needs for the explosive 
present and the enigmatic future. 
We must help each student dis­ 
cover and develop his best po­ 
tentialities so that he can be per­ 
sonally happy and socially use­ 
ful.

Pupils are treated as individuals 
and as members of society. They 
are encouraged to develop them­ 
selves and to be worthy citizens. 
10. What is the relationship be­ 
tween administration and teach­ 
ers? 
Cooperation between the admin­ 
istrators and teachers is founded 
upon sympathy for each other’s 
point of view and recognition of 
the administrator’s right to lead­ 
ership and the teacher’s right to 
selfexpression. Administration and 
supervision are carried out in a 
democratic and efficient manner. 
Problems are solved mutually 
with recognition given each teach­ 
er as an individual. 
RIGHT AND PRIVILEGES 
11. Is education a right, a priv­ 
ilege, or both? 
Education is defined as "the dis­ 
cipline of mind or character 
through study and discipline. 
Possibly the very fact that human 
beings posses* the faculty of a 
"mind” deems education as a 
right. It is tile right of every child 
to have the opportunity to de­ 
velop his abilities in order that 
he may become a useful citizen of 
not only the community but also 
of the nation and the world. How­ 
ever, education is also a privilege 
which has been established by 
our democratic processes of ota* 
nation. No child in our commu­ 
nity is denied an education be­ 
cause of his race, color or creed. 
Provisions have been made for 
handicapped children and work is 
constantly going on to provide for 
the academically accelerated stu­ 
dents. It is the ri#it of every 
child to have the opportunity to 
secure an education, but it is the 
privilege of the child to get an 
education. 
12. What is the attitude of the 
staff toward student promotion?

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"There Is No Substitute 
For Victory/' Said General 
MacArthur Before Dismissal 


By STANLEY M U SLER 
WASHINGTON (APV-Former 
Speaker Joseph W. Martin Jr. 
once made public a letter that 
ended the military career of a 
friend. The friend never men­ 
tioned the letter again, and nei- 
ther did Martin, and the two re­ 
mained close to the end. 
The friend was General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur, who 
died Sunday. In a reminiscent 
interview, Martin reviewed the 
events that swirled about the 
historic letter. 
“I had wanted some ammuni­ 
tion to answer some of the Dem­ 
ocratic arguments about the 
war in Korea,” said Martin, 
“and so I wrote a letter to Mac­ 
Arthur asking for his views.” 
WAS DISMISSED 
Martin, a Republican con­ 
gressman from Massachusetts 
who was House minority leader 
then, received a reply from 
MacArthur. In the reply, Mac­ 
Arthur wrote Martin, “There is 
no substitute for victory,” and 
he disagreed 
with President 
Harry S. Truman*! decision to 
limit the war to Korea itself and 
to leave enemy bases in Com­ 
munist China alone. 
**I had asked him for his 
views, and his reply did not say 
that his views were confidential, 
but I was not sure what to do,** 
Martin said. “I walked around 
the block several times before 
I finally made up my mind. I 
decided that if he did not want 
his views known he would have 
said so.** 
NAD NO REGRETS 
Martin, in the midst of a 
House debate on the Korean 
War in April 1951, released the 
letter. 
Two days after the letter was 
made public, Truman dismissed 
MacArthur as the American 
commander in the Far East, 
and the long military career of 


the general came to an end. 
“I never had any regrets 
about making that letter pub­ 
lic,** Martin said. “I always 
figured that Truman wanted to 
fire MacArthur anyway. He did 
it all too quickly. He fired him 
two days after I released the 
letter. If it had not been the let­ 
ter, Truman would have found 
some other excuse.” 
MET IN 1939 
“It is funny,** the 79-year-old 
congressman continued. “Mac­ 
Arthur never mentioned that let­ 
ter to me at all. And I never 
said a word about it, either. I 
always felt, let sleeping dogs 
lie.” 
Martin said he first met Mac­ 
Arthur when the general was 
Army chief of staff during the 
early 1930s. The late Mayor Fi* 
orello La Guards of New York, 
then a Republican congressman, 
brought them together. 
“Mayor La Guardia had his 
apartment, and he liked to make 
chowder, and one day, he said 
to me, ‘Come on over and have 
some 
chowder with 
General 
MacArthur,* ” Martin recalled. 
REFUSED GOF BID 
“We saw each other from 
time to time. I would not say 
we were intimates. But we were 
friends. In 1952, 
Iwent to see 
him and suggested that he be 
come a candidate for the Re 
publican nomination for prest 
dent. 
“ ‘No.’ he replied to me, ‘I 
can’t become a candidate. Bob 
Taft has earned the nomina 
tion.* I have always felt that 
MacArthur 
might 
have 
an­ 
nounced as a candidate if Taft 
had withdrawn from the race, 
but Taft, of course, had no in 
tention of withdrawing, because 
he thought he would win the 
nomination, and he almost did. 
Martin, who said he always 
called on MacArthur when vis

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur was not a 
simple man. He was romantic, 
but tough; eloquent, but senti­ 
mental; charming, but austere; 
but suspicious. 
He felt some people, besides 
Communists, were his enemies 
conspiring against him. 
Be­ 
cause he so often wished his 
views to prevail, he was some 
times hard to get along with. 
One writer, Richard Rovere, 
said MacArthur was a “ true be­ 
liever in himself' and found it 
“necessary to ascribe his dis­ 
appointments . . . to base in­ 
trigues.'' 
DIFFERENT WITH CHIEF 
Although Gen. John J. Per­ 
shing, MacArthur^ top com­ 
mander in World War I, deco­ 
rated him, the New York Times 
says Pershing told him “Young 
man, I do not like your atti­ 
tude.** 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., In his 
history of the New Deal, says 
President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt thought MacArthur danger­ 
ous. If so, he nevertheless made 
him his chief of staff, command­ 
er in the Pacific, and gave him 
the Medal of Honor. 
The Washington Post's mili­ 
tary editor, John G. Norris, re­ 
ports that when Maj. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower served under Mac 
Arthur in the Philippines bi 
IEX they had differences of 
opinion and Eisenhower returned 
home. 
FIRED BY TRUMAN 
President Harry S. Truman 
dismissed MacArthur from his 
Korean command bi 1951 for 
what be considered insubordina­ 
tion by publicly airing his views 
on how to win the war, contrary 
to Truman's orders and poli­ 
cies. The Anal straw was when 
MacArthur wrote to a congress­ 
man. 
But Norris points out Mac 
Arthur fought general headquar 
tern when he was a hero of 
Work! War I bi Europe. When 
Pershing crossed him, Norris 
says, word “ was gotten back to 
interested 
congressmen 
and 
Gen. 
Pershing's plana were 
killed.** 
When the second volume of 
Truman's memoirs appeared bi 
1956, explaining why he fired 
MacArthur, the general said the 
former president “did violence 
to the truth'' and was “ venge­ 
ful.** 
SAW INTRIGUES 


But MacArthur saw intrigue 
in his dismissal. He said it hap­ 
pened after he had demanded 
prosecution of a spy ring which 
was getting top secret military 
plans sent to Washington from 
his Korean command. 
He said he thought Gen. 
George C. Marshall, then sec­ 
retary of defense, and Gen. 
Omar Bradley, then chairman 
el the Joint Chiefs of Staff, we 
“ peronally hostile to me'' and 
that the enmity went back some 
time. 
Yet, Truman's record of Ms 
conversations with MacArthur 
at Wake Island six months be­ 
fore his dismissal quotes the
